SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Russian Statistics Show Large 
Increase — Attack on 
Ministers 


St. Petersburg. May T.—“There before 
you nil the murderer* of our children.” 
exclaimed Paul N. Mtlukoff. leader of , 
th«- constitutional democrats, during ( 
the course of a speech In the Duma. ( 
dealing with the large number of sui¬ 
cides among school children. He em¬ 
phasised the act usalion by pointing to 
the ministerial benches, on which the 
minister of public Instruction and the 
chief under-secretary were seated. 

Professor Mllukoff was suspends^, 
for five sitting* for hls remarks. He 
repeated the accusation, and hls terra 
of suspension was doubled. 

The suicides In Russia each year far 
outnumber those In any other country, 
and St. Petersburg holds the un»nvl- 
ahle record for self-destruction. 

There are suicide dubs and organisa¬ 
tions ou-ek as the- -“Friends of Death” 
which have as their object self-destruc¬ 
tion for “sport.** The number of chil¬ 
dren who make away with themselves 
Is amaslng. In 1904 114 pupil* of the 
Russian high schools succeeded In tak¬ 
ing their Uvea A hundred others made 
the attempt without success. 

In 1909. there were 1.422 suicide* In 
8t. Petersburg alone. Of this number 
135 were children between the ages of 
11 and 17. The two following years 
showed no decrease In the suicide 
wave, and self-destruction has been 
carried out In an increasing degree 
during the past three months On one 
night In March of this year 25 persons 
committed suicide. Beveral of these 
were school boys 

INVITATION DCCLINED. 

The Kaisarin Will Nat Witness Per- 
formsne# ef Pariefal at Bayreuth. 

Berlin, May 7.—The Knlserin has re¬ 
fused the Invitation of Coal mo Wag¬ 
ner, widow of the great composer, to 
go to Bayreuth *o witness the per¬ 
formance of Parsifal, the Empress bas¬ 
ing her refusal on rctt g t ou a grounds 
It la understood that Frau Wagner 
proposed to give a performance of 
Paralfal at Bayreuth in 1912 for the 
last time If Empress Augusta Victoria 
would attend. It la doubtful If in 
opera will be assn there, as the 30 
years protection gran tad to Wagner's 
operas, particularly Paralfal. will ex¬ 
pire In 1911. 

It la said In court circles that the j 
Knlserin replied to Frau Wagner’s In¬ 
vitation that she regretted that she 
could not accept, as the depiction of 
the Lord's Supper on the stage was in 
her mind a desecration id the Holy 
function. The Empress added that 
she could never witness a performance 
of Paralfal consistently with her re¬ 
ligious faith.
